The letterwas 
not written for publication, but the re- 
cipient has kindly allowed us to make 
the following extract which may prove 
of interest to those of our readers who 
think Newport has had "some weather" 
during the past fortnight: 


"The month of January has been a 


terrible month with us out here. The 
rood has not been blocked for more 
than a day at * time, but it is through 
sheer hard fighting It has been kop 
open. 
During the hard snow they pul 


off all regular trains and give the snow 
plows orders to run. as fast as the engi 
neersdeem safe (which is as fast at 
they can turn a wheel), regardless o 
all east and westbound trains. 


"It is a 'ground hog''case with us 


for we know if we get stuck in a drift 
before we get relief we shall have to 
'kill1 our engines, that'is, put out the 
fire, drain the water out;of the boilers 
and tanks-, and disconnect the engine 
all round, to be ready for towing in 
We don't have to do all this unless we 
run out Of coal and water, which we 
generally do.

agreeable part of railroading. 
1 have 


lad my share of it this winter, al- 
though I have been lucky enough not 
<ogot stuck anywhere. I was out in 
ho big blizzard which you have prob- 
ably hoard of. I had a plow on my 
engine and an engine behind me. My 
fireman froze both feet. The snow, 
sifted all over us, was melted in the 
leat of the cab, and as soon as we went 
ut in the air our clothes froze stiff. 
Hie cab and tank are enclosed in a big 
canvas apron to koep-but'the worst of 
he snow and the front' .windows \ir« 
boarded up to keep them from break- 
in? in, so S man might as well shut his 
eyes and 'go it blind.'

4th of July, 1884, the tugboat' of th 
N,evr Hampshire ran into ono of Mr 
Croft's boats and damaged It considera- 
bly, The Accident, according to thi 
Unanimous testimony of those who sav 
it, could only have been the result o 
gross carelessness or cussedness on th 
part of the coxswain. The attention o 
Lieut. Hall, then in charge of the Ne1 


Hampshire was called to the matte 
and he at once appointed a board o 
officers to investigate the matter. Thi 
board met in'a boat shop on the Long 
Wharf and made » careful examination 
into the circumstances of the case. I 
was difficult to get witnesses to attend 
as they feared to be dragged into a lonj 
trial in which they would be badgerei 
by opposing lawyers. However, a few 
were persuaded to attend. This boarc 
sent in two reports, one a majority re 
port laying the blame on the coxswain 
and recommending the payment of $25 
to Mr. Groff; the minority report o" on 
officer exonerated the coxswain. These 
reports, together with diagrams, Ac. 
were forwarded to the Secretary of the 
Navy who accepted the majority report 
and In his reply stated that the conduct 
of the coxswain was unjustifiable and 
that Mr. GrofPs damages^bught to be

except by the passage of a bill through 
Congress for that purpose."

car companies sprinkle on their tracks 
when they think Henry Bergh isn't 
looking. All the domestic salt, except 
that which is mined in Louisiana, is 
made by evaporating, by artificial beat,

port is made by evaporating sea water 
m the open air. It is made where peo- 
ple can afford to wait three or four 
months for a few dollar!". Where's 
thnf? Well, alone the Mediterranean,' 
foi instance. The people there dam up 
a littlo bay anil wait until the sun and{ 
the winrls'have carried the water away. 
Ic isn't very pure salt that they scrape 
up off the mud, but it is indispensable 
for some purposes. 


"The experiment of making solar 


salt has be.an tried in this country, but 
without much success. The quality of 
the sea water varies a good deal. It 
will deposit- onc.kind of salt on one 
island and another perceptibly differ- 
ent, oven to the eye. on another island 
perhaps not, more than forty miles' 
away. We do an immense trade with' 
the West ladies in salt. There are a 
doznn piucus that furnish altogether 
different kinds of salt, and each 'has 
its particular use. One very fine and 
easily soluble variety is used in the 
flavoring of chewing tobacco. 
Not 


many chewers know that, but they 
would find out very quickly that some- 
thing was lacking if the salt should be 
omitted. Some physicians have thought 
that the presence of salt makes the 
tohacco very injurious. 


"There isn't so much English dairy 


salt imported as there used to be. At 
one time manufacturers of fine butter 
thought that t-heir products would be 
utterly ruined if anything but fine Eng- 
lish salt touched them. It isn't so 
now. 
For one reason. American salt 


makers have learned the trick of mak- 
ing good dairy salt, and for another. 
American salt has got to be wonder- 
fully cheap. Out in the Saginaw dis- 
trict of Michigan the salt wells arc 
right by the side of the big lumber 
mills. AH tbatis necessary is to attach 
to the mill machinery a pump to draw 
up the brine and feed the sawdust and 
timber waste, which would otherwise 
he thrown away, to the evaporating 
kettles. In that way salt can he made 
for about twelve cents a bushel. Gen- 
tlemen who own salt wells and lumber 
mills in Michigan are usually rich 
enough to buy out' an ordinary state. — 
New York Commercial Advertiser.

How Muaic Plates are Prepared. 


Music-is not published like a book, 


with type or stereotyped plates, for 
thero are so few fonts of mnsknl type 
iu 'existence that it would not pay to 
try this method. A musical, font is 
very expensive, as so many littlo points 
and marks have to be used in a sheet of 
music that it would not be worth while 
keeping them where a great deal of 
music is published. Besides, such a 
person as a musical compositor is 
scarce. 


; Tho way publishers do is to take a 


smooth lead plate and have a skilled 
workman etch and then route each note 
and line after the copy furnished him. 
A solid' black proof; with thc-musi'; 
white, of course, is taken from the 
plate and read. The corrections are 
made by filling tip the holes in the plate 
with metal. Then the lines and marks 
made by tho etching are filled with wax 
and an ink roller is passed over the 
plate; a rag is used to rub off the ink. 
It takes off the ink from the smooth 
metal, but leaves it on the beeswax, 
which absorbs the ink. Then an im- 
pression on damp paper is taken, and, 
of course, only the wax spots are black. 
This gives the musical page sold by 
dealers as a song. The process of print- 
ing is slow, as it is by hand press. If a 
large number is desired an impression 
of the plate is tafcan with transfer ink 
and put on a lithographing stone, when 
lithograph copies are printed.—[Globe- 
Democrat.

For one I believe that the custom "I 


wealing mourning apparel in the way 
of a liadge of sorrow aud affliction is 
going out of use, and that the time 
will come—and possibly niay not'he 
fur distant—when such a practice will 
have become obsolete. 
Various rea- 


sons may be offered why Christian peo- 
ple should discountenance such a cus- 
tom altogether. It is said that in Eu- 
ropean countries black is employed 
generally, because it represents davk- 
ness, unto which death is like, as it is 
ft privation of life. In Chi:a, on llie. 
coiitraiy, white is used, because Un- 
people hope and believe (heir dcrul 
have gone to heaven, the place of all- 
unrity. In Egypt yellow is worn, be- 
cause it represents' the decaying of 
(lowers and trees, which become yel- 
low as they decay. In Ethiopia brown 
is used, since it denotes Ihe color of 
the earth from whence we cam« and 
to which we return. In certain parts 
of Turkey blue is worn, because this 
color represents the sky, where the pop- 
ple trust their dead have gone; but in 
other portions of tbe empire blue and 
violet are adopted, since these colors, 
being a blending of black and blue, 
represent, from one point of view, sor- 
row; from the other, hope. 


Now, in reality, to wear mourning 


signifies nothing and answers no valua- 
ble purpose. It is in truth no certain 
index to the state of the mind. To see 
an entire family clothed in black a per- 
son would naturally conclude that the 
family are true mourners, needing con- 
solution in their sorrow. Yet what is 
tbe fact in a large majority of instances? 
Pope speaks of those who bear about 
the mockery of woe: 


"To midnight dances and th(t public aho' 


And, 
alas! mourning apparel is hut 


too often "tlie mockery of woe." 
•JThe great expense incurred in pro- 
viding mourning garments is Also a 
consideration of weight which should 
not be overlooked. The clothing of 
an entire family, and especially where 
the. family is large, in mourning gar- 
ments is no trifling matter. Of course 
Ibc wealthy and snch as can afford the 
expense make no account of it. but to 
those who arc poor or in moderate cir- 
cumstances it is a serious tax, nnd in 
fact proves nothing short of a. must 
grievous pecuniary burden. 
And in 


so many cases I ho custom of wearing 
mourning amounts to n prodigal waste 
of money. Many families arc abnn- 
danily supplied 
with clothing, the 


wardrobe is filled with superfluous gar- 
ments, 
and speedily, 
perhaps, the 


mourning apparel is laid aside, so that 
it is the same as money thrown awny. 
An est.imalc made of the amount ot 
money expended in pnrclmsing such 
apparel would asionish, I fancy, almost 
any community in tbe land. Besides, 
what is there in the good moral influ- 
ence arising from such a custom to 
balance this vast expenditure?—[<»eo.

This it. :< 
valid argument while the interpreta- 
tion :is to what constitutes a iuodcrat> 
rute of speed is lelt lo the individtta 
conviction or convenience of the *hi)i- 
maiter. This matter can only l.e Uc:r. 
ed conclusively by international agree- 
ment. The difficulty in solving tlu 
problem will not be in flaming ruk»- 
for action but in finding npparalti 
which will indicate early enough 111 
diieclion and course of an apnroachin^ 
ship. As already pointed out, souno 
issuing from a fog gives no trusi- 
worthy indication of tbe direction ol 
its course. The writer remembers tvA* 
cases in his own expei fence near New- 
port when the sound from the fog horn 
at Benver Tail seemed to come from 
several directions, em-li 10° or lu°apart, 
aud ihere isu well-known case where a 
transatlantic steamer, bound to Nev* 
York, going direct but slow, and sound- 
ing her whistle, finally picked up a 
pilot who declared he had heard the 
blast for hall an hour, and that the 
steamer had been sailing around him iu 
a circle. The subject of sound signals 
has received much attention from 
scientists, who have long pointed out 
the difficulty of determining direction 
by the menus of the e*r alone, and the 
courts hava recognized this fact in 
passing.upon.questions arising out of 
the errors of mariners due to deceptive 
audition. In the suit growing out of 
the collision between the Edam and 
Lepanto, where the latter had made a 
mlshike of 43° in the direction of the 
former and sunk her iu consequence, 
the court held'-that an error of live 
points (3BJ) in locating a vessel by the 
sound of her whistle iu ft .fog is not 
necessarily a fault under the proved 
aberration in the course of sound." It 
is very evident that the present instru- 
ment used for warning the steam whis- 
tle is Inadequate. Even if it indicated 
direction and were so manipulated as 
to signal the course it is not sufficient- 
ly powerful to be heard far enough to 
give time to m.inomvre. Some device 
must be found which will convey the 
warning to n greater distance so as to 
enable a ship moving at the rate of a 
railroad train to overcome her momen- 
tum and bo ready for the emergency. 
Some of our nrist successful inventors 
are turning their attention to this sub- 
ject, nnd it looks as though the ques- 
tion of communication between ships 
was about to be settled satisfactorily. 
The knowledge of the course of a 
neighboring vessel will eliminate n 
very troublesome element, but if the 
question of the direction of the danger 
remains undetermined the traveler and 
the skipper will still have many risk! 
to run.—[Lieut, George L. Dycr.United 
States Navy, United States Hydrograph- 
ic Otlice, in the Epoch.

The Horae'a Feet. 


A correspondent of tho Country Gen- 


tleman hassnme timely remarks on the 
above subject. 


Few farmer!! give tlmt attention to 


their horsi'n' fret that they should give. 
Host men rub and curry well enough, 


. 
perhaps, and may take great pride nnd 
•plenty 'Of time in smoothing tho horse's 
hide; but suuinin isit that they think 


1 of that most iudispcnsnlilo part, tbe 
house's feet, and siop to give them rbat 
little attention and insueclion that is 
almost daily necessary. 


The feet of the horse require as much 


attention as the body, nnri some bin-sen' 
feet much more. Without sound feet 
the horse in not of much service for In- 
bjir. A horse's feet may become un- 
•onnd by having to rtnnd in a filthy

a]W'lo should, alwnyt lie dry, nnd tho

by the groom. At oftoil OS necessary

.A llttlu alum waieraml brine should be 
kept at hnud. and Ihe frog of the foot 
mopped with it oi'ce a week to keop it 
aounil and hnrd. A toft frog onuses the 
animal to get lamed easily, aud so he 
4annot travel <>r work well.

Attend to Fowlt Yourself. 


The poultry editor of Furin and Gar- 


den Kives this timely advice In relation 
to supervision of poultry yards: It lias 
been demonstrated, by repeated fail- 
in os, that no one can delet!»>e the duty 
of iillcudiiiK to his own poultry, but 
must do it liiinsi'll. To secure a com- 
petent man to nmnafre a l»ij;e poultry 
farm Is no easy matter, »ml a really 
competent iKsxistiint or nninapcr will 
wiiiitsoiiivtbiiiit more than the oidlua- 
ry monthly wajivs and hoard. Nearly 
all failines result from incoinpetency. 
To ftet together a IIII-RO (luck of hens, 
and put ''a man" over them who is noi 
only an inexperienced person, but be- 
low the average in liiti'll^cnce, is ruin- 
ous to the prospects. It requires knowl- 
edge and intelligence to manage a large 
poultry farm, and quite a salary Is re- 
quired to secure the right kind of a 
manager,' for they are scarce. Any per- 
son engaging in the poultry business 
must be sure and be on the grounds at 
all times. He may have an afsisiaut, 
and even a 'oionmn and other help, but 
a single mistake may change a prospec- 
tive profit to a loss, and hence the dire- 
ful and watchful eyes of (he owner 
must l>e over the work, and he will oven 
then tlnd thHt.no oiic can do what is 
required so well as himself, for disas- 
ters have been the results of many ven- 
tures.

Sunday the nun shono out bright and 


warm, whioh brought out the snakes lu 
)iU'i:e numbers to bask lu the warm rays 
and, a» Mr, Stover said, would be a 
good day lo take a stroll over 'rattle- 
snake forty.' i-room-inga K<KX| stout 
stick and donning a heavy pair of boots 
your correspondent joined Stover and 
Dunn in the hunt, ihinn is a conipar- 
ntively no* man in the snake business, 
and 1ms hud several narrow escapee 
from being bitten by the deadly rep- 
tiles, but lie is learning fast. To show 
UK how ensy It Is to kill a snake, he 
picked up a blue nicer by tho tail that 
wns Ivlng coilud up in the sun-light, in 
n half comatose condition, and giving 
it a couple of whirls uver his head in a 
lighting manner, ho oraoked It like a 
whip, musing its head to part from Its 
body and spin through the air. 
Pro- 


ceeding a little further we came to 'the 
mounds,' little raised places on the 
snake farm, where the snakes burrow 
iu winter and'breed in summer There 
ure thirty-seven of these mounds on the 
farm, and on the south side of one ol 
the largest of these, whore they could 
get the full benefit of the sun, fay coil- 
ed up, sound asleep, forty-three largt 
rattlesnakes, soven black sunken, and 
numerous other smaller reptiles, not 
one of whioh ncenioil to recognize oui 
pri'sonco. Stover nnd Dunn do not kill 
off the whole crop yearly, but leave 
miiny for breeding purposes. 


'Why,' said the former, 'that mound 


them contains probably a dozen nests 
of eu«8, and each nest at least ten ems. 
Ihavofound nests that contained as 
high as eighteen young rattles, tho 
largest not over two Inchon in length. 
Their OCRS are about the size of, those 
of a partridge, hut have a soft shell.'— 
Tho farm Is a tract of virgin prairie, 
and has never teen a plough, and Dunn 
sayB in summer its native grass is very 
high, rendering it an excellent place 
for the reptiles to hide In. 


After retiring to tho houne, the two 


snake-bruidjrs exhibited a string of 
rattlos scvural feet in length, which 
they captured last summer, tho whole 
footing up 708 rattles. 
Somo of tlio 


snakon possess twenty-live rattles and a 
button, each rattle counting a year to 
its agu and the button a fraction of a 
year. 


Mrs. St&ver also hart In a box of saw- 


dust under a cook stove twenty-seven 
rattlesnake eges, which n1ic said, would 
begin to hatch in a few diiyB. after 
which ovont thn children would be kept 
busy catching flicH to feed the tiny pet« 


Stover and Dunn have several pet rat- 


tles around the house, which arc as 
liiirmless as kittens, made so by their 
poison sac having been removed from 
tho roofs of their mouths and their 
Tangs clipped with pincers, all thin be- 
ing done while the snakes were under 
the Influence 
of chloroform. 
They 


liave no equal us mice exterminators, 
and in the summer keep the place free 
From bugs, and bad boys. 
It Is needless to say the neighbors', 


children do. not trouble the Stover 
household.—[St. Louis GlObo Demo- 
crat.

Sir Stafford Northcote During Our 


Civil War. 


There was a time when, in the great 


American civil war, the sympathies of 
the English upper classes went with 
slavery, mid WHOM the north had scant 
'ustice and no mercy at their hands. I 
.i»vo myself scon that most distin- 
guished man, Charles Francis Adams, 
subjected in society to treatment which, 
if he had resented it, might have seri- 
ously imperiled the relations of the two 
countries, and which nothing but the 
wonderful 
self-cnmmand of a very 


ong man, and hia resolute determin- 


ation to stifle all personal feeling, and 
to consider himself only as the Minis- 
ter of :t great country, enabled him to 
brcat, as ho did, with mute disdain. 
But in this critical stato of tilings in 
and out of Parliament, Mr. Disraeli 
and Sir Stafford Northcoto on one side, 
and tlio Dnko of Argyll and Sir George 
Cornowall Lewis, on the other, mainly 
contributed to keep thiscouutry neutral, 
and to save us from the ruinous mistake 
of taking part with the South. 
On 


this matter Sir Stafford 
Northcote, 


thought with his usual clearness, but 
spoke with an energy not usual in so 
kind a man. I weirremomber his say- 
ing to mo in this city that he hoped to 
live long enough to see n particular 
member of Mr. Jefferson Davis's Cabi- 
net banged for his treason: and he add- 
ed that he could not understand how 
any man could look without utter hor- 
ror and loathing (they were his own 
words not mine) at tlio prospect of a 
great empire founded upon slavery and 
committed to the 
maintenance of 


filavery as the very principle of its being. 
Uis calmness was not coldness or indif- 
ference; his gentleness was not weak- 
ness. Moral wrong, (as he regarded 
it.) oppression, cruelty, roused him to 
wrath and indignation, the more strik- 
ing from their contrast to his habitual 
serenity, the more impressive from the 
unexpected disclosure of those depths 
of feeling and emotion the existence of 
which was generally concealed under 
the veil of his quiet self-control.—[Lord 
Coleridge, in Maciuillan'3 Magazine. 


John Winthrop'B CommiBsfon. 


The 'Ton. Robert C. Winthrop of Bos- 


ton lias just presented to the Connecticut 
suite library the commission of his an- 
cestor,Jolm Winthroi>, to be magistrate 
at Namococke(\ewLondon.) Itis dated 
October 27, lC47;isin the handwriting 
of Edward Hopkins, the second govern- 
or of Connecticut, the same who left 
estate 
with 
which 
the 
Hartford 


Grammar school and the Hopkins 
Grammar school at New Haven are en- 
dowed, and It has on it the oldest 
known impression of the colony B^nl. 


He has also presented the letter of 


credit for* £500 which Governor Win- 
throp took with him when ho went as 
agent to procure the charter for the 
colony in 1061. This document is sign- 
ed by John Talcott, treasurer, who 
promises to pay hlmielf in default of 
the colony. In London Qovernor Win- 
throp made an arrangement with some 
merchants to advance the money,agree- 
ing to repay them in wheat.and pease 
at certain prices here. 
So ho drew on 


the treasurer for 2,000bushels of wheat 
at 3s. 6d. per bushel, and for 1200 bush- 
els of pease at 2s., 6d per bushel. 
A 
veuelvis sent front London to New 
London for the grain, and the receipt 
is recorded in the secretary's office. It 
is curious that now neither wheat nor 
pease are raised In Connecticut

While quite a young 
girl, and before she had any Intention 
of going on the stage, Miss Anderson 
made the acquaintance of a lady of 
morbidly lachrymose temperament, who 
Induced in her a horror ofj this "Mrs. 
tiummidge-like weakness. She there- 
fore deliberately schooled herself In 
the repression of tears, without any 
thought of their good or evil effect In 
acting. The consequences that neith- 
er on nor off the stage do her tears flow 
very copiously, but they none the less 
rise to her eyes and make themselves 
felt in her voice. I have myself, with 
the aid of an opera glass, seen SIi«» An- 
derson's eyes very distinctly suffused 
at the point in "The Winter's Tale" 
where Perdita bids Florizel farewell : 


"This dream of mlna 
Being nowawake.l'll queen It no inch further, 
Hut milk my ewes and weep;" 
anil I.,m»y add that the thrill of voice 
with which she spoke these lines (on 
this particular occasion, at any rate) 
seemed to me singularly just Miss 
Anderson, however, like Miss. Ward, 
feels a part more acutely when not lu 
presence of the audience. "In my own 
room at night" she sajs, "when all the 
house is quiet, I weep aud laush with 
the character I happen to be studying." 
M. Coquolin related to me an anecdote 
of Mile. Mars, to the effect that she 
was one day found by a friend bathed 
in tears, nnd being asked the reason. 
answered. "Jo jnco de mes larmes." 
Miss Anderson will scarcely admit that 
in Jer midnight vigils with Juliet or 
Hormione she is testing her tears and 
selecting her sobs. 
Miss Alma Mur- 


ray tells me that in reading aloud at 
home or before a private audience she 
is very apt to break down under stress 
of emotion, but that 'on the stage, 
though tears come to her eyes and her 
voice breaks,sho has never felt any dan- 
ger of losing her self-control.— [Long- 
man's Magazine. 


Justly Rebuked. 


The Chicago Mall tells the following 


story of Phil Armour, the great pork 
packer: 


"A clergyman, who is pastor of a 


small church somewhere in the outly- 
ing sections of the city, went to him 
one day asking for a contribution for a 
poor girl, who, he said, was sick atid 
suffering for the necessaries of life.— 
She was so destitute that she had beou 
unable to provide clothing for her new 
borne babe, and was even unable to 
buy the medicine which a kind-hvartod 
doctor had prescribed. 
Mr. Armour 


gave him f2lj and sent him on his way 
rejoicing, but was much surprised a 
few hours later when the clergyman re- 
turned and handed him the money, 
(faying that he had found, to his regret, 
that the child had been borne out of 
wedlock, and the case was, therefore, 
unworthy of his charity. Mr. Armour 
was at first surprised and then nearly 
lost his temper. 
He called one of his 


clerks and told him to see that the cler- 
gyman left his office and never return- 
ed. He then sent to his own house and 
directed that everything whioh a wom- 
an in tills poor woman's condition 
needed should be sent her at once, and 
that the supply should be continued 
till she was able to look out for herself. 
My informant says that Mrs. Armour 
took the case in hand and looked after 
it until no further assistance was need- 
ed." 


The curious thing is how a minister

The Modern Russian Army.; ijj£ 


There arc, Indeed, points in which 


Russia inuHt ho imitated by all who 
move, for the Kiiusian Is now tho most 
modern of all modern armies. We may 
regret HH much as we please the loss of 
brilliancy, and even the IOKS of smart- 
ness, but the absence of buttons from 
the now Jtusshin uniform means that 
due attention has been given to tho re- 
lieving of Iho men from the necessity 
of wasting their time upon cleaning un- 
iforms,to the easy tailoring of tlielr uni- 
form!) by thn mini in time of witr, and 
to tlm exclusion from soldiers' dress, 
and especially from thodrcsr of cavalry, 
of everything which will catch the light 
and attract attention from :i distance. 
This latter reason, with the similar ne- 
cessity nf preventing noise, is also the 
reason for the KuHsian substitution of 
leather for metal scabbards. Whether I 
am right ol-wrong in thinking that a 
cavalry of the Russian typo Is prefera- 
ble to a cavalry of tho Austrian type for 
general warfare, there can, I think, be 
no doubt that fur the defense of Lon- 
don A very simple cavalry force, intend- 
ed to act otherwise than by chargCR iu 
the field, would bo most useful. To all 
who admire local forces there must bo 
much attraction in our yeomanry, for 
it is almost the ideal of a local force. It 
is unfortunate that fashion lias had so 
much to do, in our army as;in all 
armies, with the drill and the turn-out 
of cavalry. Sir Frederick Roberta, who 
is not a man to neglect the graces of 
brilliant horsemanship and all th.it 
makes cavalry magnificent as a show, 
has, nevertheless, expressed the decid- 
ed opinion that we want a great reform 
in our cavalry system, that the obstacle 
to that reform is the present cost of 
cavalry, and that there is nothing more 
important to our military future than 
that we should set ourselves to devise a 
"cheaper article" of this kind, in order 
thai the numbers of our cavalry may bo 
increased without a correspomling in- 
crease in expense. The Russians have 
devised a cheaper article, and tho re- 
sult is that La Remc Militnire 
<le 


VEtranyer of Oct. 30 is able to say: "On 
peut done dire, sans exaggeration, quo 
la cavclerie russe est tenuo constam-
